The explosion aboard the®Mackinack 
was the second marine disaster ate 
fecting vessels under the command 
of Captain McVay. In 1907 he com- 
manded the steamship Larchmont 
which was run down off Block Is- 
land by the schooner Harry Knowl- 
ton. The Larchmont sank with the | 
loss of 150 lives. 

Bursting of a large pipe 
bottom of the former Great Lakes 
freighter caused the disaster, accord- 
ing to officials of the Blackstone 
Transportation Company, owners of 
the Mackinac.

As to the effect‘on public life, resulting from public ownership 
of basic industries, it would paralyze initiative and ambition and re- 
move the very spirit which the founders of this government wished 
io build up in the consiousness of the American people. What a 
race of dependents would be developed if all had to depend upon 
the government for a job. The paralyzing effect of socialism upon | 
our public life is the greatest argument against it. 

While Mr. Hillquist is endeavoring to turn private industry over 
'O government ownership, private industry has been quietly turning 
itself over wo the people. In other words, every large industry in 
the United States today is placing its securities in the hands of small 
‘tockholders, until millions of persons are now the actual owners 
of so-called Big Business which the Socialist would destroy. Every 
‘nan, woman and child who has an interest in one of these Ameri. 
can industries is interested in seeing it succeed. Success can only 
come to “their” property as it renders a good public service. Where 
the stockholders are also consumers, customers and employes, they 
are interested in both good service and fair profits. 

How much greater incentive is there for an employe who is an 
owner than for an employe in a government industry who knows 
‘nat no matter what he can own no share in that industry or its 
earnings, and that periodically the heads of the government. institut- 
2on will be changed by the political party in power.
